Wallpaper  Displayed 
At  New  York 


NEW  YORK,  Feb.  10,  {JP)—A 
bit  of  wallpaper,  stained  brown, 
will  go  on  exhibition  at  a  midtown 
hotel  Wednesday,  Abraham  Lin- 
coln's birthday;  the  stain  is  the 
blood  of  the  Civil  war  President.  ! 

As  Lincoln  lay  fatally  wounded 
at  the  hands  of  the  assassin  Booth, 
April  14,  1865,  blood  spattered  on 
a  wall  of  the  box  the  President  oc- 
cupied at  Ford's  theater  in  Wash- 
ington, and  the  preserved  wall- 
paper has  been  handed  down  to 
three  granddaughters  of  a  one- 
time governor^  of  Washington. 

The  owners,  Mrs.  Mary  Picker- 
ing Stever  and  the  Misses  Martha 


land  Catherine  Pickering,  descen- 
•'dants  of  Gov.  William  Pickering, 
lent  it  to  the  Lincoln  hotel  for  ex- 
hibition. 

Prominent  among  the  other 
pieces  of  Lincolniana  to  go  on  dis- 
play will  be  a  hitherto  unpub- 
lished portrait  of  the  Emancipa- 
tor, executed  in  oil  in  1860  by 
Thomas  Hicks  soon  after  Lincoln 
was  nominated  as  the  republican 
presidential  candidate.  It  pictures 
Lincoln  before  he  acquired  side 
whiskers  and  beard. 

Also  on  display  will  be  the  fa-j 
mous  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  watch,  ai 
gift  purchased  by  the  then  young 
Lincoln,  to  whom  the  White  House' 
could  have  been  no  more  than  an 
idle  dream. 

A  lovers'  quarrell  prevented 
presentation  of  the  watch  by  Lin- 
1  coin,  and  shortly  afterward  he 
jgave  it  to  Mary  N.  Curtiss,  a 
'Louisville,  Ky.,  belle,  without 
!  changing  the  original  inscription, 
'  "To  Mary  Todd  from  A.  L.  1841."
